The moM discriminatory action in the 
(dan is the placement of over twenty-nine 
thousand Virginia Beach residents in a 
district with sbcteen thousand Norfolk 
residnUs, Just so that city can have a 
seventh State <iM^ate. 

Virginia Beach is the fast^t growing city 
in Vhri^a. It has a population of over one 
faim(k'ed seventy-two thousand people. Yet 
its citizens are s^^ned off so that No^ 
f dk-a dty of declining population- can gain 
additional rqresentation. 

TiMre is no justification in such a 
dedsran. And thore is no possible reason 
why Virginia Beach shoudd be pirt in a 
secondary position to N(»idk or any other 
of its stotMr cities. 

At l^ttt one iH-ivate dtizen has repo^ 
tedly started petitions asking the Supreme 
Cburt to at leasthear the City and State's 
appeal. Ev^ry voter, regardless of his 
party or his voting district, should make a 
concerted effort to sign ttraae petitk)ns. 

Many dianges will take place n Virginia 
Beach in the next ten years. And with these 
changes will come the inevitable proUems. 
TTie dty is going to need every bit of 
General Ass^nbly siq)port it can get in 
coping with its growing pains. Virginia 
Beach needs its l^islat(H9. . .and its 
voters. Every one of them. 
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Support Needed Now 



This city has had its share of school 
prdbiems. . .overcrowding, spilt shifts, etc. 
But has been spared some of the 
Federally-imposed problems facing 
Norfolk and other Virginia cities. Until last 
week. Then the Virginia Beach School 
Board was forced to call a spedal meeting 
to set up a des^regation plan for Seatack 
Elementary Schod. 

Seatack, as with most Virginia Beach 
schools, is a neighborhood school. The 
neighborhood it serves is predominately 
^mat of a minority group. Some are tower 
Income. Some are not. Many are amoi^ 
Virginia Beach's finest dtizens. 

The plan the School Board has proposed 
Is an equitable plan. The students in 
Unkhorn Park, Alanton, Trantwooi W.T. 
Cooke and Kingston elementary schools 
affected by the plan are, as a whole, as 
geogrifrfucally ccmvenient to Seatack as to 
the schools they are presently in. It is the 
students «irolled in Seatack who must be 
uprooted. It is they whd will be bused the 
fartherest. It is they who will be most in- 
convenienced by a plan designed for their 



best interest. 

The nei^borhood sdux)! cmcept is a 
thing of the past. It is far more natural to 
attend the sdiool nearest the home than to 
be bused across town to a strange com- 
munity. But this is no Imiger possiUe. 

Quality education Is the prime ^ctor, of 
course, but so kmg as time, money and 
effort is thrown into shttting students about 
the -city in the name of desgregation, 
quality education niust take a back seat. It 
no longer matters how well a student is 
educated, only wiwre he i» educated. 

But, somethings are inevitable and 
busing seems to be one of them. Vhrginia 
Beech has hideed been fortunate not to 
have e:q)erlenced s«ne of the strife going 
on in (Aher areas. And it is not likely that 
the Seatack mixing will cause proUems 
now. The citizens of Virginia Beach, all its 
citizens, are proud of their city and are 
particularly proud of its lack oi racial 
tension. And there is no doubt that th^ will 
continue to work together to keep it tha|| 
way. 



A Peffy Annoyance 



The question of who should foot the bill 
to lifting recreational fadlities at the 
adiools in off-hours continues to be a petty 
tttle annoyance with dty admini^rati(»i- 
Sdiool Superintendent E. E. Brickd 
contends it is the city's responsibility since 
most of the nighttime activities are not 
sc^ool-rdated. The dty cmtends that the 
expoise is more th?n adequately covered 
bi Uje twenty-eight million dollar idus 
school bu(%et. But City Council trimmed the 
Sdiool Board's initial budget request by 
sev«'al hundred thousand dollars and 
turning off lights at the tennis courts and 
etho* facilities is just one way of ti^t^Ung 
ttie belt, says Mr. Brkkel. 

Tlw money involved is minhnal com- 
pared to the city's overall allocation for 
school maintenance, the tennis court lights 
eost ai^Qximately twenty-foir huncfe'ed 
dollars a year. The ball fields and gym- 
nasium li^ts push the bill to about ten 
ttiottfand dollars annually. The city has 
idready agreed to pay for the tennis courts 
and coumril is well aware that the full 
•moiBtt will soon follow. 

It dbes not t^ly appear that the 
eteeb^k: UU is the issue here. Perhaps it's 
die sdiool superintendent's way of slapi^g 



City Council's nat^ty han(b for cutting his 
budget. Perh^s it's one small way of 
"{Nmidiing" the citizens for vetoeing the 
sdtool bond referemhim last January. 
After all, council knows that turning off the 
Hlpits will hamper the city's recreation 
program; voters know they will be in- 
convenienced by lack of nighttime 
recreational facilities. 

Virginia Beach is generous in its 
altocation for education, especially com- 
pared to that of nei^boring cities. The city 
has tried very hard to keqi up its school 
oldigations in light of its tremendbusly 
growing populatton. Nearly half of the 
overall qierating bu(%d is, in fact, ap- 
proin-iated for educatiim. 

Only last month the School Board 
reverted nearly five hundred thousand 
dollars in SURPLUS funds from the 1970-71 
budget back to the city's general fund. It 
hardy seems prdiaUy that minor ex- 
penditures could upset tl^ present bucket, 
which is considerably higher than last 
year's. 

The tennis court light bill is nothing 
more tfian a petty annoyance. Bit it con- 
.tlnuM to grate on a few nerves.

Doctors In Russia claim they have found theoldest man in tM 
world. Shirall MIslimov is the dean of the nearly 22,000 cmtenarlaas 
in the Soviet Union. .... 1^ 

Mr Mislimov is 165 years old He stiU chops wood but retired three 

ye^rs ago on a pension. 
In a recent interview with ttie mmthly magaskie op the Soviet 

Writers union-Soviet Literature-he is q(K>tad a saytav, "I am 

convinced an idler cannot live long." 
The retired shepherd, who has 228 family members, also said, 

"Wretched indeed is a man who lives atone, by himsdf." 
MR MISLIMOV comes from what is known as tti« "land of 

longevity," Barzavu. Azerbaidzhan. He and most of his offsprings 

reside in the mountain village whfch Is 6,000 fast Mgh fai tht 

Caucasus mountains. 

His health is such, even at 165, that henot only still chops wood, but 
he digs around the trees in an orchard vthkAi he has nqplanted 
several times in his life. 
In an interview he said, "ConsUint woik, mouittain air and 

moderate eating helped me reach such an advanced age." He 
neither smokes nor drinks and he eats only chickeo broth, cheese 

and a curded milk called "Airan". 
In his life he has only been out of the mountains twice, in 1S6S and 

again in 1966 to go to Baku, the Azerbaidzhan c^tal for medical 
examinations. 

When he left his village he refused to ride in a car or stre^ar. For 
his trip he was provided with a horse from a bcal race track. 
When he was examined, the doctors said his pulse was a healthy 

70-72 and his blood pressure was a remarkable 125 over 75. 
Soviet doctors who specialize in the study of the over lOOs think the 

"high living" in the clean mountainair may bea key to bngivlty. 
In the 1970 census there were more than 50,000 pet^e over M in 

Azerbaidzhan, which borders on Iran and Tuitey. They have over 84 
people for every 100,000 Azerbaidatonians past die age <rf 100. 

THE HIGHER up in the n^ountains they live, the older they live. 
The ladies outlive the men with 68 per cent of the centenarians being 
women. Some of the women past 100 have had ai many as 19 
children , 

They all seem to have something in common besides the clean 
mountain air The (rther key factor is work. Each of the (M ones 
started work at an early age and did physical labor tlffough old age. 
Work was an essential elonent of thdr lives. 

At 165 years old now, that njeans that Mr. Mislimov was bom 
about 1806. If he has followed the events of the worM, he has seen 
most of the advancements of modern times. He was about 139 whn 
the first atomic bomb was dropped. He was 112 what Ae first world 
war was over. 

Just think, when Napoleon was defeated at the battle of Waterloo, 
Mr. Mislimov was a lad of 9 While he had lived, the worU has gone 
through the industrial revolution and some of the tnott outstanding 
changes recorded in history. 

LIVING in a small mountain village, it is doubtful if he kq)t ^p 
with all the news. While living out his 165 years the worU changed 
around htm and it could well be that his life style dian^ very UtUe. 

Well. I am sure the world wished Mr. Mislimov many happy 
returns and many more years on this oM earth. He has fought the 
battle of life and seems to have put off the inevitable for a kmg, kmg 
time. 

Now that he is retired, at the age of 162, three years ago, I hope he 
enjoys the fruits of his labors. 

It makes you stop and think. If you live in a nk:e clean mountain 
area, if you neither drink or smoke and only eat chicken Inroth , 
cheese and curded milk . . . and all the time work like the very devil, 
you might live to be 165. 

TO BE HONEST, it doesn't sound like much fun. 

Good grief, if Mr. Mislimov had Hved in dieU.S.A. and had been 
elected to our congress at the age of 35 from a good safe dlstrk^, he 
could have been in congress 130 years by this time. '^ 

What a revolting thouf^t! 

No doubt he would have been the chairnun of aU the conunitties n) 
hy now. 

I hope none of our politicians ever start living clean and reach 
such advanced a^.

Because shallow tropical 
seawater provides ideal living 
conditions for marine life, the 
coasts of Florida and its many 
lakes and rivers can boast a 
hundred or more kinds of edible 
fish. Add to this abundance 
shrimp, crab, oystera, crawfish, 
conches, turtles and similar 
"fruit of the sea." Multiply these 
by variations in regional fish 
cookery and it is easy to see why 
Floridians and visitors to the 
Sunshine State look forward to 
the day's catch as brought to the 
dinner table. 

Florida cooks know all kinds 
of delicious ways of seasoning 
fish, whether pompano. red 
snapper, kingfish, trout or some 
kind of shellfish. An easy herb 
butter can be made by mating 
1/ 4 cup butter and adding 1/ 2 
teaspoon marjoram, poultry ae 
Italian seasoning plus an eighth 
teaspoon of garlic powder This 
is to be spooned over cooked 
fish. Instant minced onion and 
garlic, parsley flakes and thyme 
are especially good fish 
seasoners. Pickled fish is typical 
of the nearby Caribbean. 

World-famous pompano, 
native to the east coast of 
Florida is excellent spiced with 



a pinch of red pepper, minced 
onion and a dash of nutmeg. 
West Florida is the ha^y home 
of the red snapper; If cooked 

near Tampa it's likely to be 
served with saffron rice. 

Spanish mackerel is another 
popular dish, especially good If 
well peppered and served for 
breakfast. 

Home economists of the 
American Spice Trade 

Association send us two recipes 
for Herbed Baked Halibut and 
Fish Fillets Olivelra which 
should taste as good In any part 
of the country as they do In 
Florida. 

IIKKBED BAKED HALIBUT 
OK SNAPPER 

1/ 2 cup onion flakes 
1/ 3 cup water 

2 pounds halibut steak or red 
snapper fillet 

1/4 cup butter or margarine, 
melted 

1-1/2 teaspoons salt 

1/ 2 teaspoon marjoram leaves 

1/ 2 teaspoon thyme leaves 
1/ 4 teaspoon garlic powdo- 



1/8 teaspoon ground white 
pepper 

2 small bay leaves 
1/ 2 teaspoon paprika 

1/2 cup half-and-half or milk 
Lime wedges 

Mix onion flakes with water; 
let stand 10 minutes to

Disease - producing bacteria 
grow rapidly in foods which are 
high In protein and moisture. 
Foods In this category include: 
milk products, milk, eggs, 
meat, poijltry, fish, shellfish, 
cream pies, custards, and po- 
tato sal»l. After preparing 
these and other potentially haz- 
ardous foods they must te kept 
either hot, 140 degre«( Fahren- 
heit, or above, or cold, 45 
degrees Fahrenheit or below. 
If little or no facilities for 
maintaining these temperatures 
are available, these foods 
should not be taken on a pic- 
nic. Instead, Dr. Mack I. 
Shanholtz, Stale Health Com- 
missioner, suggests planning 
picnic menus around caniwd, 
preserved or dehydrated foods, 
fresh fruits ml vegetables. 

Food for family picnics may 
be prepared safely in the aver- 
age home kitchen if certain 
precautions are taken. Food 
consultants from the Virginia 
State Department of Health and 
the U.S. PubUc Health Service 
recommend you: 

* Keep prepar^on time to 
a minimum. 

* Cook food thorou^y and 
to ^ proper temperature. 
Cook pork to a miiUmum tem- 
pgr^rt (rf 190 dc^et 
Fahrenheit, poultry to 1«8 de- 
fTtts FahrenlMlt. 

« Use Tro»n bread iU^ 
and chilled fllUagi to reduce 
bacterial growth laMBd«4rtiM.

* Do not allow food to stand 
at room temperature. Keep hot 
or refrigerate as soon as poss- 
ible. 

* Maintain safe temperatures 
during transportation. Enough 
disease-producing bacteria can 
grow between preparation and 
mealdme to cause illness. 

* Place dry ice on top ot 
food. The chilling gas (carboB 
dioxide) is heavier than air and 
falls. 

* Refrigerate In shallow c(hi- 
tainers awl fill no more thui 
three to four inches deep. Food 
acts as aninsulator and the cen- 
ter of a large mass of food 
may remain warm though ttie 
outside edges are almoft 
frozen. 

* Hot foods right from Q» 
stove can be transported short 
distances in an enclosed, 
heavily insulated contaiiMr. An 
extra ice chest will do. For 
longer trips it Is better to 
refrigerate and rebeit before 
eatit^;. 

* Foods not otherwise pro- 
tected should be sealed Incleao 
[daatic containers before {da6- 
lag w,lce.

responsibilities. 

** Whatever, the campership, 
for them, is a true gift of magic. 

Now in its twentieth year of 
giving a helping hand, the 

Girls Camp Fund Committee, 
under the chairmanship of Mrs. 
Ben Paul Snyder, its founder, is 
striving to realize enough ad- 
ditional funds to send 300 more 
to camp, making the summer a 
special blessing for 1,000 young 
girls. 

Mrs. Frances Wood, 
placement director, who in- 
vestigates recommendations 
and finds camps for the 
children, has her hands full 
about now. 

"It's a fulltime job," she says, 
"but if you could see the good 
that comes out of these girls 



going to camp, you'd know it's 
worth it." 

And she especially wants to 
say a word of thanks to Malibu 
Elementary School. 

'"Hiose children out there 
raised $245 in three years 
through their own efforts and I 
think that's really com- 
mendable." 

Mrs. Wood is a motherly type, 
lives in Aragona Village, where 
she easily cares for her own six 
children and one foster child. 

"I just love children," she 
says. 

She became placement 
director in 1967 and she's still 
excited about it. 

Many people and 

organizations filter recom- 
mendations for camperships to 
Mrs. Wood. One such is the 
Virginia Beach Social Services 
Bureau. 

Mrs. Anna Brinkley, com- 
munity coordinator of the 
Bureau, recalls many cases that 
have been especially rewarding, 
this summer. One, is the case of 
the four sisters, 7 to 11 years. 

"Their mother had to go to the 
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liospital because of a serious 
illness, the prognosis of which 
was poor. The father was fully 
employed, but medical expenses 
were heavy, and the financial 
and mental burden of caring for 
the girls was great. 

"In order to ease the situation 
for the father and children, we 
recommended that the sisters be 
given a campership. So they 
were sent away together for two 
wonderful weeks." 

In this case, the father wanted 
to assume some of the 
responsibility, so he contributed 
$10 each for the children." 

She tells, too, of the great 
benefit to a 16 year-old mentally 
handicapped girl, who was also 
diabetic and had a visual 
problem. 

The Camp Fund gave her the 
opportunity to receive organized 
recreation through a cam- 
pership to Camp Civitan and she 
was greatly benefitted by the 
experience, she said. ^ 

There are many such in- 
stances, all with their own 
rewards. 

There is still time to bring a 
healthy happy camping ex- 
perience to one of these less 
privileged youngsters. For 
instance, at an overnight camp, 
one may attend for $65, which is 
tax deductible. Contributions 
may be sent to: Girls Camp 
Fund, P. 0.

* Members of the PrinceM Anne 
Rotary Club were appraised this 
put week of the increasing 
dnnands being placed upa^ the 
Virginia Beach PoUce Division 
skice the merger of the City with 
Princess Anne County on 
January i, 1963. 

This fact was voiced by Police 
Chief Col. W.W. Davis as he 
appeared before Rotarians 
during their regular luncheon 
meMng. 

Col. Davis indicated in- 
creasing demands upon police 
have arisen from a variety of 
factors resulting in ttie City 
beb^ "unique in it's make up", 
inclu^ng a mbc^re of rural and 
suburban ateas, congested 
beach areas. shopping 
centers, and a heavy con- 
centiration at pBOfie. 

"Perhaps the most significant 
•^ factor", Davis continued, "is the 
heavy influx of people into the 
City during the Summer mon- 
ths" inclu(Ung the large number 
of young peo^e attracted to the 
resort city each year. 

This attraction of young 
people to Virginia Beach each 
summer, accordii^ to Davis, 
presents another problem in an 
increasing number of "run- 
aways". He elaborated on this 
point by sayii^ "Virginia Beach 
is a magic word to runaways 
having trouble at home, and 
holds an attraction for youi^ 
peopie".

Tillman, 38, of Norfolk, has 
been granted a continuance on 
basis of a defense request fw 
additional time to prepare a 
motion for a chaise of venue, or 
4hat jurtxv for the trial be 
selected from areas other than 
ICide water. 

These defense motions are 
presumably based on the wide 
publicity given last month to the 
fflBl of Robert Lee Woody, who 
was also charged in Jones' 
death. Woody, 33, also of Nor- 
folk, was found guilty and 
sentenced to eight years in 
prison during Circuit Court 
proceedings. Decisuns have yet 
to be made on motions to set the 
conviction aside. 

Woo^ strongly implicated 
Tillman as beir^ responsible for 
Jones' death. 

The body of Jones, 52, was 
fcmnd bound to that of h^ wife 
Jane, 49, fkwtlng In waters of 
the Little Creek jetties several 
days after thdr disappearance 
when they reportedly took two 

prospective buyers fpr their 



sailing trimaran for an in- 
spection cruise on the craft into 
Chesapeake Bay. 

Tillman is still in custody of 
City Jaill under $25,000 iwnd. 

No charges have been filed as 
yet In the death of Mrs. Jones.

Closure Plan Backed 



The City Council of Virginia 
Beach should give its 
unqualified siq)port to the IVn 
plan of the Department of the 
Interior that seeks to ulUmately 
elhninate all public vehicular 
traffic from tlw beach of the 
Back Bay National WUdlife 
Reftige. 

Quoting from Objectives of the 
National Wildlife Refuge 
System: "As rich repositories of 
native wildlife and varied 
habitat, i^attonal Wildlife 
Refti^ Hish/e the public as 
modeki of environmental quality 
and management, teach the 
lessons of ecology which 
demomtrate the inroper role of 
man in nature, ami provide 
{daces fn* the public to enjoy 
and learn in the beauty of 
natural settings. 

"All managerial tools, 
knowle<l^ <a wildlife and Its 
requirements, and respect for 
Uie needs of people for natural 
recreatim and quality en- 
vironment mn-ge in the building 
and goals of the National 
WiMUfe Refuge System." 

Realizing that the oceanic 
beach is an integral, aucial 
element of the Back Bay 
Refuge- "a rich repository ot 
native wildlife and varied 
habitat" -- the preceding 
passages evoke the following 
quMtions: 

Is a policy that permits 
vdiicular traffic on the beadi of 
a national wildlife refuge a 
modd of environmental quality 
and management? Does it 
evince the proper rde of man in 
nature? Is the beauty erf a 
natural settti^ enhanced' by tiie 
intrusiwi of motorized vehicles 
and their inevitable ecological 
d^adation? Is the knowledge 
(rf wildlife and its requiremems 
receiving adequate con- 
sideration- or any con- 
sideration? And the needs of 
peoi^e? Has a privilqe usurped 
a rif^t-the right of the people to 
enj<9 the r^uge beach for 
wikUife-orioited pursuits*-and 
made a mockery of the phrase " 
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quality enviornment?" The 
answers are obvious and self- 
evidoit- 

Those who would use the 
refuge beach soldy for 
vehicular access into North 
Carolina, and insist it is tiieir 
right to do so l)ecause of 
historical and legal precedent, 
are caught up-along with 
everyone else~in the whirlwind 
of a world in tiie grip of dizzying 
social transformation. Their 
"right" is nowadays an 
anachronistic {Mrivil^e rduge. 
Because of mountii^ population 
and technological pressures, 
many activities formerly 
commof^lace or lately con- 
trived for man's amusement are 
now too eeok>gicaUy damaging 
and esthetically discordant to 
allow their continuance. 
(Automobiles have been banned 
from the eastern end oi 
Yosemite Valley; sand-buggy 
activity was cto'tailed on the 
Cape Cod National Seashore, a 
primarily people-oriented 
facility.) Halting tiie erosion of 
our natural resources will 
demand increasii^ shares of 
self-denial and self-sacrifice 
from each and every Amorkuin. 
Whiit we are wont to call 
"progress" will often exact 
unpopular and painful con- 
cessions if man is truly com- 
mitted to a restoration of his 
proper role in nature 

Why ^ould tiie Back Bay 
Reftige be tiM scapegoat for a 
host of man's fallings- 
unrestricted laiKi development, 
poor* urban {Naming, land ex- 
propriation by the defense 
establishment, ad infinitum? 
The very existence of tiie rduge. 
df-limits to land grabbers, is 
plaidy the reason why the sand- 
ridi^ have enjoyed the sue of 
the beMh to the present time. 
Understandably, the City 
Council wants the beach kept 
<^pen as a vabk:ular r^ of 
way : when tt isetosed, ttie wrath 
of the recmtkmtots an4m<»)ied 
ktterests w#-vent itselton the 
City Fathen. ai^ will quite 
likely pred{^tate far-reaching 
poUtlcal rqwrcusstons. Should 
tile reftige. a preserve uniqtM hi 
the Nation, be exposed to 
oiyotog imiNMls as a residt of 
govermnent's lack d respon- 
■ivcness and respomibtlity to 
ihe pe^e? VtrgMa Bei^-and 
die Natioii"tas. in the Back Bay 
Refuge, a natural tmmirc Uiat 
shottki N given grMter 
rei«reitial proM^on than ttiat 
laviihed upm the natiwial 
tr^isure in* Fort Knox.

wildlife habitat, it will be guilty 
of an indefensible moral cop-out, 
and notoriously derelict in tts 
duty to the commonwealth of the 
citizenry. 

We Americans must soon 
decide which values and ex- 
perimces are judged to be 
essemial for the nourishment of 
a more meaningful life -and act 
accordingly. Will the wilderness 
experience be one of these? How 
much unspoiled seashore near 
^crowded cUies is there where a 
man can' seek solitude, and 
spiritual roiewal, a respite from 
the enervating tensions of an 
urbanized society? Unlike an 
abandoned vehicle, left to tiie 
sand and the tictes, a precious 
resource like the Back Bay 
Rej^ge cannot be manufactur«l 
anew after it is de{deted. Once 
gone, it is lott torever. 

In the words of Marion 
Bates: "It looks as though, as a 
part of nature, we have become 
a disease of nature»perhaps of 
fatal disease. And when the host 
cttes, so does the pathogen... 
(Insofar as man's relations 
with the rest of nature are 
concerned,) I think we must 
, nlake every effort to maintain 
diversity-that we must make 
this effort even though/ it 
requires constant compromise 
with apparent immediate 
nee<h."

There was a reunion that day 
in 1943 in the Gwrnan prison in 
Mon% Belgium. They nevor 
really saw each other becaioe of 
the heavy iron door, but she 
recopiized her uncle's whistle. 
And, when she sang back the 
words to the same song, he knem 
she was th«'e. 

Last week, 28 years later, 
Mary Barrace and her uncle 
Angel COlpaert-Helinck, were 
reunited again. This time it was 
in Mrs. Barraco's Virginia 
Beach home. 

Colpaert, a retired Belgian 
textile manager, and his wife 
Marie flew to the United States 
to'i^ Mrs. Barraco and his 
sister, Mrs. Leona McAvey. 

While much of the talk cen- 
tend around the family-the 
aunt and uncle had never seen 
Mrs. Barraco's 12-year-old 
daughter, Rita Angelene-there 
always lingo-ed the horrors that 
bindni them so closely togetho". 
It was only after the amenities 
that the family allowed the 
unforgettable wartime 
tragedies to creep into the 
conversations. 

Colpaert, a twice-arrested 
resistance commander and 
(rffieer in the Bel^an Partisan 
Army, sUU finds it difficult to 
reeount the war with those 
outside his immediate family. 
"The scai% are still deep," Mrs. 
Barraco said. "He just feels 
fordwate to be aliye."

Colpaert was released and 
rejoined the Partisan Army 
near Holland. Mrs. Barraco was 
sentenced to six months' hard 
labor. 

By the time the war ended. 
Mrs. Barraco was in a 
whe e lohair and her uncle 
^'scarred both physically and 
mentally." "There are still 
things he can't tell me today 
about Uie war," Mrs. Barraco 
said. 

Since the war ended, Colpaert 
has worked as the manager of 
one of Belgium's largets textile 
mills. BeSore Colpaert retired, 
King Baldwin decorated him for 
his recommendations on im- 
proving the textile industry. 

Though he is drawing 
etirement pension. Colpaert 
still refuse! the government 
pension to military men vyho 
fought in Worid War 11. He told 
his idece: "I fou^ because I 
believed In freedom, not 
because I wanted a penston." 

Undoubtedly, it is this stormy

Virginia Beach boat owners 
and marina operators have 
recently expressed feelings 
ofconcarn over the sta^ of a 
SUte Water Control Board 
pr<^«al wMdi would require 
them to install hokUng Unk 
Cicfllties as a means of c&Or 
itoUtog water pollutloh. 

Such a regulation would affect 
virtually every owner of a boat 
frwn medium sized run-abouts 
to large charter and or party 
boaU. 

The proposal states "All 
doetmiented and undocumoited 
boauand vessels having marine 
toilets ^all be equipped with 
hoUing tanks so designed as to 
prevent any discharge of 
drainage of human excrement 
and ottier wastes diere from into 
the navigable or nonnavigable 
waters within this SUte." 

Anottier stipulation in the 
IMtiposal states "Human ex- 
eremettt and other wastes from 
holding Unks ^all be pumped 
ashore and treated in facilities 
approved by the apprtqn-iate 
SUte agency or state agencies." 

IncUcations are that ^ivate 
boat owners feel that a federal 
r^ulation governing the 
dlscluir^ of human waste from 
vessels should be esteblished 

elor to the enac&nent of such 
gislation at the SUte level 

Swh a vlewpotat was ex- 
pressed by Ray Richard- 
soawho, in addition to belrm the 
operator of a dwrter boat out of 
Rudee Iid^. is als<i^irman of 
the Chamber of "^nmerce's 
Boatii^ and Sport Fishing 
Committee, and {»-esident of 
Atlantic Charter Service, 

RichardM>n. who said he was 
es^ressing the views tA fellow 
boat owners, illustrated this 
point by saying "We need 
stricter enforcemem of laws to 



control the dumping of human 
waste from military and mer- 
chant vessels". 

Referring to the "heavy 
concentration of Navy v^seU 
anchored at Little Creek" 
Richardson pointed out "A 
carrier with 4,000 men on board 
bebig docked is dumiHi^ human 
waste overboard 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week, as compared 
to recr^tional boats with in 
Hampton Roads being used 
f»>imarlly on wedcends." 

The seriousness of private 
boat owners concern over this 
point was contained in 
Richardson's question "Why not 
clean up the military and 
merchant vessels, both U.S. and 
foreign flag, first?"

Mrs. Buck came to Washington to talk about the Pearl S. Buck 
Foundation's efforts to educate the thousands of Amerasians 
without a country who suffer from racial prejudice in Korea, 
Thailand, Taiwan, Okinawa and the Philippines. A iN'anch of the 
foundation is being started in Vietnam. Some of these 
Amerasians are now 20 years old. They resoit the pre^oes 
apinst them. Mrs. Buck feels unless they are nurtured ^nd 
educated they will turn to Communism. Some of them are oM 
enough to have GI children of their own and the menace wUl 
grow. The foundation says it costs $16 per nitnth to feed and 
educate on Amerasian child. 

The "Fathers Anonymous" scheme which U4ed to get guilt- 
ridden ex-GI's to send money "in memory of a beautiful 
evening" had to be abandoned because none of them fdt guilty 
enough. 

The Pearl S. Buck Foundation, 2019 DeLancey Place, 
Philadelphia, Pa., is tax-free, welcomes any cash, guilty or not 
guilty. There are twin bills pending in Covgetu to aid 
Ameriasian children.

Questions which for the past 
three years have surrounded tiM 
future use of the site formerly 
occupied by the U.S. Coast 
Guard Ufeboat Station at 24th 
Street and Atlantic Avenue 
were answered Wednesday 
when attorney L. Charles 
Burlage took possession of the 
land. 

Burial^ claimed the land at 11 
a.m. when he removed the lock 
frmn the Atlantic Avenue drive- 
way and drove his auto onto the 
property. He said he was acting 
on bdialf of the Pirates Cove 
Land Co., of which he is 
president. 

Doubt over the use of the site 
arose in late 1988 when the Coast 

Guard indicated plans to 
deactivate the Lifeboat Station 
which has occupied the land 
since its acquisition ftom Ed- 
ward Drinkwater in 1878. 

Itie land was originally leased 
to the United States government 
with the Mipulation that if it 
^idd cease to be used as Coast 
Guard life-saving facility it 
would revert back to ownership 
of Drinkwater or his heirs. 

Itit Coast Guard, on August 
27, 1988, declared it was deac- 
tivating the station, but not 
abandoning it. Hiis amounted, 
according to T. N. Miller, 
property officer at the FifHi 
Coast Guard District 
Headquarters in Portsmouth, to 
idacing the sution on "a sort of 
caretaker status." 

MiUer added that when the 
Itfe^aving statton wu removed 
from an operational status, 
although the Coast Guard 
cmtlnuad malmenance of the 
ifte, the statton was turned over 
I^Genarat Servwae Ai< 
;iniUon In WasMngton for 
al. 

Uince then numerous uses 
have been proposed for the site, 
including a proposal from tlw 
Rudee Inlet Authority that the 
City of Virginia Beach acquire 
the land for the purpoie of 
estabUsMng some type of efty- 
owned life saving sUtion. The 
School Board has also made 
attempU at obuining the 
property for a school

In remarks made at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Robert Mont- 
gomery, Glenn MeClanan.

United States Senate Judiciary 
Committee, asking that a 
hearing be scheduled, as soon 
possible on the proposed 
amendment to the U.S. Con- 
stitution which states "No 
Public school student shaU, 
because of his race, creed or 
color, be assigned to or required 
to attend a particular school." 
MeClanan stated that the 
Supreme, Court has indicated 
that sdiools must be integrated 
even if both black and white 
sdiool children have to be bused 
out of their own nei^borhodds 
l<mg distances to attend schools 
dsewhere T1»e cost of the 
busmg and the hardship for the 
chUdren and parents are gre§t. 
And Juat this week,«nother case 
begins, in which Richmond 
Sides to consolidate their school 
system with the school syst«n 
of Hmrico and diesterfl^ 
Counties. If Richmond is suc- 
cessful, Norfolk may weU seek a 
similar school merger with 
Virginia Beach and Chesapeake. 
One wonders where it wiU aU 
end. Artifically segregated 
sdiools and the busing of black 
students to maintain racial 
segregation was wrong, and I 
wiU never support any law that 
requires a separation of people 
because of their race. Howcvw, 
busing school children long 
dtotances for racial reasons, 
whether the reason be 
segregation or integratimi, is 

wrong. 

McGanan stated further that 
it concerned him that we are 
being advised that we shoidd not 
lawfuUy protest busing and that 
our public officers should take 



no stand in these regards. We 
should take a stand, and I do, but 
aU our pronouncemem must be 
constructive and rcspomibto. 
He concluded by saying that 
he concurred with Judge Walter 
Hoffman that the most Ukdy 
solution to the problem is the 
passage of a Constitutional 
amendment simUar to the one 
Just mentioned that has been 
propoaed.
